Novel Proposals 
For Colonies 


(OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT)’ 


London, Apr. 25. 


A novel proposal to give the colonies “real 
participation” in Commonwealth affairs is put for- 
ward today in a letter to the “Times.” ; 

Disagreeing with the idea of the Council of Empire 
on the lines of the Council of Europe suggested recently 
by Capt. Gammans, MP, Mr William Aitken, Conservative 


MP, writes, “A reactivated Privy Council, giving it 


mem- 


bers from overseas the right to spenk and to legislate 
in a reformed House of Lords, might capture the imagina- 
tion of many colonial leaders.” 


The colonies, he says, ‘have 
aiready’ produced some  ocut- 
standingly able men and as 

i¢tieal experience is gained 
n the territories with more 
advanced constitutions he be- 
{feves more such men ‘will be 
avallable' to benefit from “a 
wider experience in the Upper 
House of a truly imperial par- 
Mament.” With eligibltity for 
ministerial office at Westminster 
such men “would enrich and 
fnvigorate the affairs of. an 
Empire which many would like 
to see united strategically, 
economically and politically.” 

Mr Aitken asks if this is not 
the allernative to a situation in 
the future in which the colonies 
“must suffer a painful breale-up 
of the Empire into a ‘phoney’ 
-dominion _or_ _ poverty-stricken 
repwhites.” The flexibility of 
the British—constitution in his 
view should make It possible to 
devise.a way for the best of all 
our races and creeds to join “in 
the’ direction of our own and 
their affairs.”

Dominion ‘status, as under- 
stood in Commonwealth coun-
